howerer, had no definite news of ftn 
official character iind oxpre88cd the 
opinion that the report was without 
fonndation. 

It is eaid on good anthority that 
the powers are now trying to in- 
dnoe Tnrk^ tO sign general peaoft con- 
ditions, denning broad limits withbi 
wiiioh Ttirkej and Oreeoe ahoold after- 
ward seifle dMifls by ^UeSt negotia- 

tiODI. 

This newi il rdgiirded at Athens with 
dismay, as a breach of faith on the part 
of the powers, and as leaving Greece to 
the tender mercies of the saltan. It is 
believed by many good judges at Athens 
that Greece may yet liavo to fight for 
her very existence. Already there are 
reports that the Tnrks have advanced 
in the AgTMha district, oconpied several 
yiUagee and are still advancing toward 
th« town of Agrapha. Greece has pro- 
''fMtM to the powers against this viola- 
tlOtt of the armistice, and Ooloned Tosa- 
ugdM, the minister of war, has gone to 

PNmicr Hiilli, who has oooTcjed the 
thanks dF the government to the Greeks 
of New Tcrk dty for Art cannons, 
said : "The gor^himent does not for- 
get the armlstioe is not pcaofl, aftd ttwt 
it is its dnty to be prepared for every 
eTentturilty." 

The GhNMlt newspapers aU publish the 
statement byOfnanl Miles thftt the 
positions at Thennopolyae are im- 
pregnable.

London, June 9. — A dispatch to The 
Times from its Constantinople corre- 
spondent says that the powers, to whom 
Greece has intrusted her interests, show 
no signs of yielding any of the three 
points in the Turkish demand, the an- 
nexation of Thessaly, the abolition of 
the capitulations in the ease of Gareek 
subjects in the Ottoman tmplre, or an 
exorbitant indemnity.

Amerlrnn* an<1 Spaniard* Have a I'itched 
Dattle at Vera Crux, Sleslcu. 

New York, Juno 9.— A dispatch to 
The Herald from the Oity of M«xico 
says : A conflict has occurred at Vera 
Cruz between CO marines of the Span- 
I ish gnnbrat Naeva Espana and Jos. 
Lang and (JharU'S Holbrook of Texas 
and about a score of Mexicans who syui- 
parthixed with the Americans. The 
Texas men used their knives and the 
marinee their b^^ets. The Mexicans 
were not armed, bat they rendered 
effective assistwnoe to the Americans. 
The trouble was ended otaly by tha ap- 
pearance of a hirge foroe of pouee tad 4 
company of 100 soUUeM, onered oat by 
the authorities. 

The fight was caused by the marines, 
who shouted "Viva Cuba Espano" in 
the streets. This was answered by 
cries of "Cuba Libre" from the Ameri- 
cans. They were immediately attacked 
by the Spawsh and would unquestion- 
ably have been killed had it not been 
for the assistance of the citizens of Vera 
Cniz, who, seeing their peril and 
noting the fact that they were over- 
whelmingly outnumbered, hastened to 
their assistance. The police arre.sted 
the whole party, but the consuls or both 
nations interceded in their country- 
man's behalf and all were ialoaaad.

Ohicaoo, June 9.— A matoh careless- 
ly dropped by ene of the workmen in 

the fireworks factory of M. Shure at 
the corner of West Van Buren and 
Halstead street cansed a terriH<- <»xplo- 
Sion a few minutes after 6 o'clock last 
night. It was shortly atUhc the closing 
time of the factory and many of the 
workmen had gone home, otherwise the 
lass of life woald li.ive been very heavy. 
As it was a number of the employes 
were badly hurt, and the flying rockets 
and candles struck several people who 
were possiug on street cars and on the 
tftdswalks.

The foroe of the explosion was so 
great that nearly all the windows in the 
block were demohthed, and the Shure 
building, which is a 4-story struoture, 
was badly damaged. Immediately fol- 
lowing the explosion the building was 
ablase from cellar to roof, and the flro 
department had a desperate struggle be- 
fore it succeeded in extinguishing the 
flames. The building was almost en- 
tirely destroyed by the fbn, however, 
and such portions of the large stock of 
fireworks as had not been scattered 
throughout the neighborhood by the ex- 
plosion were destn^^, oaoaiiiic • heavy 
loss to Shure. 

The explosion oaosed a wild panic in 
that pernon of the town for a fane, a nd 
the wildest stories were otfrant regard- 
ing the number of killed and woonded. 
It happened at a time when the street 
was crowded with people on their way 
to their homes, and the street cars 
which pass tha front of the building 
every minato, were densely crowded 
with passengers. The flying missilee 
from the factory struck and injured a 
number of people on thO cars. 

One mAa who was gadng fhto a stor6 
window fully 400 feet distant had his 
attention suddenly attracted to other 
matters by a rocket which hit him 
squarely in the back. He fell to the 
sidewalk unconscious, and was carried 
to the hospital before he was able to 
give his name. 

The majority of those injured have 
received but trifling hurts and Will bto 
around within a day or two. 

The loss to the building and contents 
is estimated at |80,000.

Coffee picked up a 
chair and Sheppard drew a pistol and 
flretl four shots in rapid succession into 
Coffee's body, killing him almost in- 
stantly. Sheppard is in the city cala- 
boose under a heavy guard to prevent 
lynching.

every move yesterday. Inspired with 
new ideas, inculcated at Monday 
night's meeting in Cooper union, com- 
mittees aimed with authority from the 
Brotherhood of Tailos*. called on the 
nonunion msa employed in shops whera 
proprietors have, up to the present, ig- 
nored the settlement committee. 

OdhMutor Sdttenberger, in EHM 
HoastM street, whom they first visited 
protested against the interference of the 
committee and sent for the police. Be- 
fore the arrival of the latwr S6 non- 
union m«ta wire iudocad to qnit and 
leave the buHdliif . A flcht between 
Rottenberger and tha pioEet followed 
which retulted in slight Injury to the 
former ahd tfte irfcat of the latter. 

Tlw oomarfttee then called onOotfi- 
tractor Took in Attorney street and les- 
sened his fon e by 35. When going up 
stairs somebody shouted "fire," and 
the hotue was soon in an uproar. In 
obedience to the order of the union 
party, 30 operators left their benches 
and went to the rendezvous of the strik- 
ing tailors in Orchard street. 

The lost place in tliis tour visited by 
the picket foioe was the shop of Con- 
tractor Soinnel Lewis in Deloncey 
street, where 29 hands quit work. A 
boy was sent for the police, but was 
held captive by the pickets until they 
thought fit to withdraw. 

Meanwhile Louis Stnbeck, proprietor 
of a sweat shop in Willett street, was 
defending himself with a revolver at 
Brcx)me and Pitt streets from tlie fury 
of a mob uf TiOU strikiiitr tailors. The 
bight of the weapon kept tlie mob at a 
(listaiicu until the intervention of a po- 
liceman, who escorted tlio fri^'litened 
contractor to his homo. The strikers in 
as.-iigning a reason for the attempted 
onslaught on stubeck said that ha never 

paid his oi>iTators.
